The official statistics of tho liquor sell- 


ing in this city of Manila have been giv- 
en to the public and they are, tit total 
variance with the statements of some ar- 
dent Prohibitionists. Tho figures show 
the Americans have decreased the num- 
br of saloons nearly a third, and in ad- 
dition havo increased tho license fees 
between twonty-fivo 
and One hundred 


und twenty-five times wluil it. was xm- 
dor Spanish nil*. On June 30th, 1.89!), 
ihu American office had. issued 21-1 H-" 
censes and deducting fourteen canceled 
left 200 saloons with licenses doing bus- 
iness. From that time up to Feb. 1, 
1000 ,0110 brewery and fifteen purported 


distilleries were doing business »nd twen- 
ty-eight more licenses were issued, and 
omitting four canceled, left'on that date 
224 saloons in existence. 


Jn November an army officer in charge 


recommended certain changes which w<;re 
embodied in a general order issued on 
Jan. 4tb, 1000, rearranging iuiiigs and 
dividing the city into two districts fix- 
ing the license fee in the first district at 
$600 'Mexican money and $250, in - the 
second district, while for beer and light 


iuc only the fee was jnade for the 


first district .$100 and the aceond $50, 
and it roust be understood these licenses 
were only for six month periods. With 
this went additional regulations and 
special provisions for hotels, and a for- 
bidding of the sale of tlie native tvine 
colled "vino," •''wjisado," and othr na- 
tive intoxicants. 


Ou Jan. 31st, 1900, every saloon license 


was canceled and new ones issued with a 
total including tlie beer and wine sa- 
loons of 1ST. On June 30th, 1900, there 
rore )35 licensed places, twelve having 
been surrendered 
or terminated, and 


this number included the hotels aud res- 
taurants, thus showing the number had 
been reduced from 224 to that as stated. 
Not one of these licenses is held by dis- 
charged American soldiers of the Philip- 
pines, the report showing that of the 
IDS saloon licenses held at the date last 
mentioned CO were he-Id by Spaniards, 23 
by Americans, 2 by 'Filipinos and mczti- 
xas, 2 by negroes, S by Chinese, 3 by 
Japs and 27 by persons of unknown na- 
tionality. 


The figures given nre supplied by the 


report of the department of licenses and 
municipal revenues of Manila and from 
the report is iaken the following on in- 
terest bearing upon tlie native drinks: 


"The sale of native wine is not regu- 


lated by any set of regulations referring 
to it iiloue. Licenses for Tts sale come 
under th« head of general business li- 
censes. It must not be supposed that a 
mitive wine shop is anything like a sa- 
loon or conducui as a wine shop alone; 
the sale of liquor is invariably counect- 
eu with that of other article*, usually 
native groceries or cooked" food; 
the 


slock in hand will rarely exceed $10, be- 
ing usually a half dozen bottles of the 
various brands and an equal number of 
glasses of different sizes. 


"The wine is known by various names, 


anisudo, vino, bcno, tuba, etc.: the per- 
centage of wood alcohol is extremely 
high. The natives drink it moderately 
and it appears to have no deleterious ef- 
fect upon them. An American drinking 
large quantities of it as he would so 
much whiskey is speedily rendered tem- 
porarily insane and then passes into a 
state of coma until the effects have worn 
off- 


"The regulations regarding its sale to 


soldiers are exceedingly ftringent, in- 
volving fine, imprisonment, and forfeit- 
ure of license. 


"Licenses for the sale of native wine 


are issued only to natives, mestizos, and 
Chinese. The natives have drunk this 
liquor for generations and it has not 
been thought best to prohibit the use of 
it by them."

ernment reports issued is that of the 
department of agriculture, and 
very 


likely one of tlie least read unfortunate- 
ly. 
Secretary Wilson has been one of

ness of his department. 
It is costing 


about )?3,000,000 a year for the support 
of this governmental bureau and if it 
cost much more, it would be money well' 
expended.

year 
having been in round numbers 


$850,000,000. This immense trade com- 
posed as it is of a wide variety of our

The bulletins and" document* 
of the 


agricultural bureau receive attention 
from their recipients and the benefit 
derived in~one way and another have 
been of incalcuable value. 


Much of the work hus been directed to 


conserving tho forests aud water supply 
and that this can not but impress both 
people, and congress is not doubted. Al- 
lied to tho government service but act- 
ing independently is the state service 
which now many of the states carry on, 
anil the experimental stations in connec- 
tion with, ttioso of 'tho'government arc 
bringing a now life to agriculture and 
taking out of it much of tho dead level- 
ness that afflicted" our agricultural com- 
munities in the years gone by.

Southern congressional districts, most 


of them, aud in fact all of them, do not. 
bc"in to cast the number of votes as 
that east in the districts up north, and 
in many of the southern districts the 
number of votes cast is shamefully low 
in proportion to 
northern ones. The 


number of votes in a congressional dis- 
trict is supposed to be practically the 
same since congress make? up the ap- 
portionment for a congressional district 
that applies pverywhere. Districts • in 
the cotton states especially, cast but 
from S,300 votes to 6,000 votes, wliile 
northern districts cast between 26,000 
73,000. .Tlie votes cast in seven Xllinois 
districts being as follows: First 
dis- 


trict, 73,508; second, 09,204; third, 41.- 
OG2; fourth, 4.1,781; iifth, 42,702: sixth, 
44.780; seventh, 55,201. While these dis- 
tricts are those of Chicagoi yet the votes 
cast in other western districts will not 
fall much below these. It'is a manifest 
injustice that the southern states, which 
are represented in congress now as in 
the north, arc so represented by a beg- 
garly show of voters. Why should the 
disfranchised in the south be counted in 
making up the apportionment! If any 
northern slute disfranchises for ignor- 
ance it would.not expect to have the dis- 
franchised counted in its congressional 
apportionment.

It 
would seem to lie a good principle in 
law that where life nnd property is de- 
stroyed by rioters the community at 
large is certainly responsible, since the 
authorities have failed to preserve the 
public peace. 


A CLEVER EVASION. 


-It is a clever dodge, that of requiring 


franchises of n. public nature to be sold 
to the highest bidder. The result is some 
company comes along that has made all 
ready, puts in its application and the 
day appointed for making bids. As the 
law requires the highest, bidder, all that 
is necessary is the expenditure perhaps 
of a little money to keep out some other 
bidder, or clsG the 'bidding goes on and 
tiie company simply bids a dollar or two 
and under the law takes the prize. This 
is of course an evasion of the principle 
that public franchises should be paid 
for. 
What should be done is that the 


laws should require the authorities to 
first affix u suitable sum in gross aud. 
percentage of gross earnings, both of 
course, and then require, those- desirous 
of owning the franchise to bid over that. 
This would insure a proper -remunera- 
tion to the people for the valuable priv- 
ileges given. Besides the remuneration 
the rights of the people should be safely 
guarded in every point. Tho neglect to 
do this in Racine is so self-evident that 
it needs no argument. 


The announcement Mr. Bryan was to 


edit and own a .paper of his own has 
naturally called for considerable com- 
ment. Undoubtedly the Lincoln leader 
of the furiioriist* 'believes his name will 
attract. thousands 'of people, but. this 
docs not necessarily constitute a profit, 


The good people who are denouncing 


so strongly the lynching habit, point to 
the violated law and ask if this is the 
way good citizens should -act. It cer- 
tainly is not the way 
good 
citizens 


should act, and one mighty good process 
of ending this lynching habit, both north 
and south., is for these good people to 
agitate that the people may have laws 
that shall in every way provide sufficient 
penatty for the brutes -who desolate 
American homes. The assiulers of wo- 
men, the destroyers of a life's happiness 
and usefulness, the 
only 
punishment 


that1 can meet the merits of the cose, 
is the death penalty, and if the assault- 
ers arc properly recognized and no ques- 
tiou exists as to the guilt of the arrest- 
ed, no miserable legal pettifogging or 
trifling errors in an indictment, or error 
in some paltry court ruling, be allowed 
to permit villiany to escape its just de- 
serts. 


It is only the outrageous failure of 


justice that has encouraged the lynching 
horror, and with a prompt administra- 
tion of justice in all cases oi crime, it 
would of course cease. 


There are 
sufficient 
"commissions" 


now, 
both state and national, and the 


public 
expenditures 
arc 
sufficiently 


large without unnecessarily adding to 
them. Public attention has been called 
to the proposition of Congressman Bou- 
telle's that a government' commission 
be constituted whose jou it. will be to 
regulate public buildings from start to 
finish. This is objectionable on several 
grounds, first, that it adds a large ex- 
pense upon the people altogether and 
wholly unnecessary, and simply gives to 
a half dozen or so able politicians or re- 
tired political capitalists a very soft job. 
Another reason might be given in that 
it obliges those having public sites to 
dispose of and other matters connected 
with the public buildings to 
arrange 


with six different people, that is to say, 
without in the least inferring anything 
wTong, it is more trouble to do business 
with a commission than with one man. 


Mi.cs Jane Addaras, an authority on 


practical charities, has been visiting 
down south. While them she visited 
some southern cotton mills and was hor- 
rifieu at the horrible sights to be seen 
in the institutions competing against 
northern labor. Child labor in its worst 
forms exist in some of these mills, and 
in a public lecture MLss Addoms "said 
she know from personal obs'.'rvauoii that 
conditions in child labor exist in the 
United States today which arc as bad 
as were those of England during the no- 
torious period of abuses half a century 
ago. In the cotton mills of North Car- 
olina she told of having seen children 
hnrdly 5 years old :it work. In one mill 
she found a child 5 years old at work in 
the weaving room, attending twenty- 
four, spindles. Tlie child worked thir- 
teen hours, and received almost nothing. 
On account oi its youth it was allowed 
to work but three nights a week.''

concussion of the brain. 


Deputy Sheriff 
Burns, 
of 
Western 


Union 
Junction, was called up and 


asked for the particulars of tho fujht. 
The sherifl ascertained that Johnson 
and a companion entered the saloon 
about 11 or 12 o'clock Monday night; 
that they called for drinks, refused 
to 


pay for them and became involved in a 
fight with persons urescnt. 


There was one biar German farm hand 


present who had boen around the Junc- 
tion a Ions; time. He appeared to be in 
tho midst of the fracas and grasping a 
piece of i-ailins from the bar, want at 
Johnson and' proceeded to club him in a 
terrible manner. . 
, 


Johnson fell to the 
floor, bleeding 


from a bad cut on the head and other 
injuries. It was noticed that his condi- 
tion was serious and he was removed to 
the Baldwin house 
and a physician 


called and the injuries dressed a-nd the 
cut in the head sewed up. All day yus- 
terdav the man rcma.incJ unconscious 
and last evening was brought in to the 
hospital. 


Burns said that he knew the German 


who struck Johnson a.nd that he could 
be easilv secured and the sheriff decided 
to wait until this morning and then go 
out and arrest him. 


Sheriff Rein ojid Deputy Sheriff John 


Falbo went out to the Junction this 
morning and arrested Herman Xandnt 
on charge 
of having stniek Johnson 


with the bar rail, and he \vas brought in 
and lodged 
in jail by Mr. Fulbe, but 


Mr. Bein remained at the Junction to 
get more particulars of the row, several 
men being implicated.

It appears that Zander and a friend 


were shaking 
dice ;it the bar when 


Johnson and his friend came in and in- 
sisted on taking a hand 
in the game. 


After shaking and losing Johnson 
urn! 


his partner refused to settle. Tl,j bar- 
tender insifitod 
on a settlement, 
when 


Johnson and his partner 
pi-oco^ficd 
to 


run behind the bav to whip the bnrtcn- 
dcr. 


Then Zander and his friends l.oo'v 
a 


hand in the fight to assist the bar-ten- 
der and Ziinder gm.bbed the rail of the 
bar and struck Johnson. At the time 
Johnson was not knocked senseless, n!- 
though severely cut. .Tip walked to. the 
hotel and during the night commenced 
bleeding ajid called the attention of his 
partner to it. A physician was called 
and dressed the wound and soon Jiliu- 
son became unconscious and remained in 
that condition until brought L>crc to the 
hospital. 


At 2 o'clock thig afternoon the sisters 


at the hospital state that Johnson re- 
gained consciousness, but 'remains in :i 
sort of stupid condition.

CABINET POSSIBILITIES. 


Kumars of cabinet changes occasional- 


ly trickle out from the great-currents of 
Washington city life only to be smother- 
ed by the earnestness of close friends of 
the.administration. To 'a vast majority 
of Republicans, the high privates, so to 
speak, the composition of the cabinet, is 
a matter of the most indifference only 
provided the president is suited, and as 
he is held responsible' for failure, it is 
generally held he is the 
one to 
be 


pleaded. 


Hitherto these rumors have 
issued 


forth from the'surniises of the metropol- 
itan press having no very close partisan 
preferences, but in the main, adhering 
to the Republican party upon the main 
issue, but this last minor of the cabinet 
changes is to be treated with much re- 
spect as being founded upon some quite 
accurate knowledge of current events 
and apparently intricate acquaintance 
with the workings of the 
presidential 


mind. 
The Chicago Inter-Ocean, as 


speaking with sonic pretension to know- 
ing some tilings, and its position as a 
sterling Republican organ, 
removes it 


from the suspicion of making trouble, 
gives some particulars of coming cabinet 
changes which, if carried out, will, in 
the spring, give the country practically 
a new presidential household. 


The J nter-Ocean in its Washington let- 


ter, says the invitation of the president 
to the present cabinet to remain after 
March 4 next, was in the Pickwinian 
sense and that but tliree members ac- 
cepted the invitation, and of these three 
Messrs, Gage, Hitchcock and Wilson. 
According to this correspondent, Attor- 
ney-General Griggs is to retire in the- 
spring; Secretary Root may remain a 
until a little later but will leave the 
cabinet early in tlic summer. Secretary 
Gage is to retire through politely veiled 
insinuations discreetly conveyed, and 
Cornell ins Bliss of Nc\v York, who re- 
signed two years ago as head of the in- 
terior department, to keep tlic peace in 
New York, is to succeed Mr. Gage in the 
treasury. 


This is not all. There is more and 


while the fever is on, other changes are 
liable to occur. Charles Emory Smith 
is to be transferrp'd to the postoffiee de- 
partment and is to be promoted to the 
position now occupied by Secretary Hay, 
who is to retire from the official cares 
of holding up the canal 
and 
Chinese 


problems. Then 'Wisconsin's 
favorite, 


Henry C. Payne, conies in for favorable 
mention and Henry is to take the place 
vacated by Mr. Smith and assume the 
duties of running the postofiices of the 
country. The writer mentions what has 
bocn known before, Mr. Payne does not 
desire any lucrative diplomatic post and 
if he takes a seat in the cabinet, it will 
be only with the personal invitation of 
tlic president unaccompanied by sug- 
gestion of any sort from other senators. 


There is still more, and Secretary 


Hitchcock of the interior department is 
also to quit with his successor as yet 
umnentioned and as likely uuthoufrht of. 
In the place of Mr. Gripgs is substituted 
the name of Solicitor-General Richards, 
an Ohio man. Secretary Long of the 
navy may remain, though if he mani- 
fests a wish to give some one else a 
chance younger than he is, possibly Gov- 
ernor Allen of Porto Rico may be the 
one.
